DOLLARS FOR THOUGHTS 

EORGE H. MOSES, the keen and 

sarcastic Senate  wisecracker, 
turned down an offer of $15,000 a year 
to do a weekly broadcast of senatorial 
comment over the radio. He explain- 
ed that as long as he remained in the 
Senate he could not speak his thoughts 
right out in the open, and that what 
he said wouldn’t be worth a nickel if 
he didn’t say what he thought. The 
Senator ought to know. After saying 
only a small part of what he thought 
of the independent Republican sena- 
tors of the West those oversensitive 
boys voted solidly for three weeks 
against his reelection as president pro 
tempore—an insignificant position— 
and showed a disposition to keep vot- 
ing against him all through the ses- 
sion.

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WHAT THE COUNTRY NEEDS 

OME people read the speeches of 

our great men, possibly, in order 
to find out what is wrong with the 
country and what should be done 
about it. Such a reader might have 
gathered this nugget of wisdom from 
the speech of a presidential candi- 
date: “What we need is the develop- 
ment of a_ greater conception of 
thought.” At least that is what-he was 
quoted as saying, though it really 
sounds more like the solemn, absent- 
minded declaration of a college dean 
than the advice of a cornfield states- 
man. Most people, perhaps, thought 
the country suffering from lack of 
faith, courage, credit, confidence, res- 
olution or of proper guidance, leaving 
us for the moment without prosperity 
and temporarily in the dumps. But 
maybe all of that and more is some- 
how comprehended in the need for 
the “development of a greater concep- 
tion of thought.” There are great say- 
ings of the wise, of course, which con- 
tain unfathomable wisdom and innu- 
merable lessons for those who study 
them long and piously. But might not 
our present aphorism be improved by 
making it say “clearness” rather than 
“conception” of thought? Or, maybe 
better still, why not abridge it to mere- 
ly “development of thought.”

RADIO AND THE PRESS 

OME newspapers, perhaps, are tak- 

ing the rivalry of the radio a little 
too seriously. True, the ether can 
relay news more quickly than the 
press and, what is worse for journal- 
ism, now seems to be hogging the ad- 
vertising trough. But the press should 
not feel discouraged. Radio will 
augment but never supplant the print- 
ed word. A new child of science, it’s 
ultimate field is still conjectural. Yet 
one thing seems certain. Reading for 
information and entertainment will 
endure and the radio cannot hope to 
be anything more than a supplemental 
service. Radio has killed the “special 
extra,” it is true, but the people must 
still depend on cold type for facts. 

Radio news is not as satisfactory as 
the other kind. It never can be. 
“What goes in one ear quickly goes 
out the other,” particularly holds true 
as far as the American public is con- 
cerned. Even after hearing a news 
“flash” via the air people must still 
buy a newspaper for verification and 
details. 

The spoken word, often by the same 
voices, cannot hope to be as con- 
vincing or as authentic as print. Be- 
sides, the propaganda now rampant 
on the radio is further proof of an 
insincerity of purpose. The radio is

seized the native section of Shang- 
hai and shelled Nanking to compel 
the panic-stricken authorities to sup- 
press anti-Japanese organizations and 
to lift the boycott against Japanese 
trade. 

To fully appreciate the action taken 
by Japan at Shanghai one must go back 
to the beginning of the present con- 
flict in Manchuria. It seems that on 
the night of September 18, 1931, there 
was an explosion on the track of the 
main line of the South Manchuria rail- 
way at a point a short distance north 
of Mukden. Shortly afterwards an 
armed clash between Japanese and 
Chinese troops took place near the 
same point and this conflict was fol- 
lowed the same night by an attack by 
Japanese troops on the neighboring 
Chinese barracks. The Japanese then 
proceeded to occupy the Chinese city 
of Mukden, disarming or dispersing 
the Chinese soldiers in that vicinity, 
and completed a military occupation 
of all other important cities along or 
near the railway. 

China immediately appealed to the 
League of Nations, the Council of 
which was then in session, and to the 
United States. The Council addressed 
a note to both China and Japan ap- 
pealing to them to refrain from further 
acts which might aggravate the situa- 
tion and prevent a peaceful settle- 
ment of the dispute. China was dis- 
satisfied with the mild assurance of 
the league note, and Japan replied that 
her troops had been careful to act 
only within the limits necessary to 
ensure their safety, the protection of 
the railway and the safety of Japanese 
nationals. Meanwhile the Japanese 
troops in Manchuria had been swelled 
in numbers by reinforcements from 
Korea and many additional Chinese 
cities had been taken. 

_The problem was of concern to the 
United States as a signer of the Kel- 
logg pact and the nine-power treaty 
which guaranteed the territorial and 
administrative integrity of the signa- 
lory nations. Therefore Uncle Sam 


notified the League of Nations that it 
was in whole-hearted sympathy with 
the international organization’s atti- 
tude as expressed in the resolution, 
and he sent notes to Japan and China 
calling attention to these treaties and 


tries would cause their military forces 
to refrain from further hostilities and 
to comply with the requirements of 
international law. 

Japan issued a statement that she 
was interested in an especial degree in 
Manchuria and Mongolia and that un- 
fortunately Chinese officials and in- 
dividuals had for some years conduct- 
ed themselves in a manner irritable to 
the national sentiment of Japan. “It 
may be superfluous to repeat that the 
Japanese government harbors no ter- 
ritorial designs in Manchuria,” declar- 
ed the Tokyo statement. Japan, how- 
ever, insisted that Japanese subjects 
should be given an opportunity for 
participating in the development of 
Manchuria by means of capital and 
labor and it was the duty of the Jap- 
anese government to protect the rights 
and interests legitimately enjoyed by 
the nation or individuals. No wanton 
attacks by Chinese irregulars would 
go unpunished. Japan, she said, would 
be only too happy to withdraw with- 
in the railway zone when conditions 
permitted it; in fact most of the troops 
had already been so withdrawn. 

The Nanking government had previ- 
ously made Marshal Chang Hsueh- 
liang governor of all Manchuria and 
northern China, with headquarters at 


Mukden. Chang himself was ill at 
Peking, but since his headquarters 


could not function at Mukden it was 
moved to Chinchow. From the begin- 
ning the Japanese insisted that Chang 
would never be again recognized by 
them as lord of Manchuria and that he 
must withdraw his troops within the 
Great Wall. Thus while the League of 
Nations was struggling with the prob- 
lem, Japanese troops not only drove 
Chang’s troops out of Chinchow, but 
also defeated the army of General Ma 
in the north and occupied the region 
around Tsitsihar. Japan, while grad- 
ually occupying the whole of Man- 
churia, repeatedly emphasized her 
original statement that the “Manchuria 
affair was occasioned solely by a vio- 
lent and provocative attack launched 
by the Chinese army on the railway 
zone.” 

While Japan declared that she could 
not withdraw her troops from Chinese 
soil because of the danger which would 
befall Japanese property and nationals 
in the evacuated area, China replied 





Japan repeated again and again that 
she was willing to negotiate with 
China directly, but China persistently 
refused to treat with Tokyo directly 
and relied entirely on the League of 
Nations and the United States. The 

United States caused considerable ir- 
ritation in Japan by another note in 
which attention was called to the 
“open-door” policy and the capture of 
Chinchow. Japan replied that it was 
her intention to open and to keep open 
the door of Manchuria to all nations. 
Finally the Council of the league 
adopted a resolution providing for the 
appointment of a commission of neu- 
trals who were to proceed to Man- 
churia and investigate the situation 
on the ground. While the elder states- 
men appointed to this commission 
took their time in getting ready some- 
thing even more remarkable occurred. 

China, torn by internal discord, was 
unable to strike directly at her foe, 
and she resorted to the only effective 
weapon which she knew how to use. 
Anti-Japanese societies induced the 
majority of merchants in China to 
boycott all Japanese trade. This hit 
a tender spot. 

Before other nations realized the 
significance of the move a fleet of Jap- 
anese battleships joined the other Jap- 
anese war vessels off Shanghai and the 
admiral in command, under pretext of 
certain Japanese monks being beaten, 
sent four demands to the mayor of 
Greater Shanghai. Japan demanded 
that the culprits must be punished, and 
those injured indemnified, and that all 
anti-Japanese agitation and boycott of 
Japanese trade must stop at once. In 
other words, Japan would force China 
to change its internal policies by arm- 
ed pressure. 

The municipal government of Shang- 
hai complied, but the whole world 
knows whai followed. At midnight 
Japanese marines marched into the 
native quarter of the city while air- 
planes dropped bombs from above. 
Thousands of innocent people were 
killed, millions of dollars worth of 
property destroyed, and countless out- 
rages committed. Even the interna- 
tional settlement, governed by non- 
Chinese, was violated after Chinese 
troops showed more spunk than was 
expected and repulsed part of the 
Japanese forces. 








FROM OTHER LANDS 


DISARMAMENT CONFERENCE 


HE first world conference on the 
reduction of “all armaments” 
opened at Geneva under most in- 
auspicious circumstances. Those op- 
posed to reduction could not have 
picked a time for the conference more 
favorable to their interests if it had 
been left to them. The situation in the 


Orient cast a cloud over the initial 
stages of the conference, and observers 
were quick to note that the list of 
British delegates did not contain Lord 


Robert Cecil, veteran champion of 
world peace. Two nations not mem- 
bers of the League of Nations, under 
whose auspices the conference was 
ealled, were conspicuously represent- 
ed as the delegates assembled. The 
American delegation, headed by Hugh 
Gibson, was there, and Maxim Litvin- 
off, foreign commissar of Russia, was 
present to demonstrate the Soviet’s 
desire to work with anybody and 
everybody in their efforts to reduce 
and limit armaments.

PROHIBITION REPEALED 

Following a national referendum in 
which the great majority of Finnish 
citizens declared themselves as oppos- 
ed to prohibition, the parliament at 
Helsingfors voted 120 to 45 to repeal 
the 12-year-old prohibition law, which 
leaves the United States the only na- 
tion in the world with such a law on 
its statute books. At the same time 
the Finnish parliament passed 114 to 
46 a bill providing for the sale of 
spirits, wine and beer under govern- 
ment auspices. The bill provides that 
the government shall control the 
manufacture, sale and distribution of 
all liquor and limits the supply in the 
home to five quarts of spirituous liquor 
and 21 quarts of wine and beer. Local 
option will be permitted in the rural 
districts, some of which desire to re- 
tain prohibition.

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EDUCATION PAYS 


N THESE petrified times almost 
i] everything (including the value of 

a college education) is “put on the 
spot.” Although there are but few 
who would not concede the cultural 
merit of the college curriculum, many 
have questioned its worth as a bed- 
rock bread-and-butter, get-a-job, hold- 
a-job proposition. Colleges contend 
and prexies preach that their training 
possesses such worth. They exhibit 
surveys of their alumni, proving that 
a large per cent of their graduates 
have forged ahead of the non-college 
workers; and show tabulations to the 
effect that the income of high school 
and college graduates (over a period 
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of time) is much higher than that re- 
ceived by those not having had such 
training. Most of these compilations, 
however, have been taken in normal 
times. A survey just completed by the 
American Woman’s Association, in 
connection with President Hoover’s 
Emergency Committee for Employ- 
ment, is enlightening, taken as it was 
during subnormal coagulated times 
and covering women wage earners 
only. 

The survey pictures the experience 
of 2,020 women to whom question- 
naires were sent. Of these, 30 per 
cent have college degrees and 11.5 per 
cent post graduate degrees. The mini- 
mum salary of the group is $3,030— 
indicating that educated workers draw 
salaries, not wages. Fifty per cent of 
the group have investments and 40 
per cent contribute to support of one 
to three persons. Although 25 per 
cent have had earning reductions only 
6.2 per cent are unemployed. Age was 
discovered to be no handicap, and 
mature workers, who have stayed 
with the jobs, are being kept to a larger 
degree than the rolling stones. Of 
those between 41 and 45 years of age, 
only 3.5 per cent are unemployed, 
while 11 per cent of those under 25 
years are without positions. Marriage 
was proved to be no bar to holding a 
position, the ratio of married and un- 
married unemployed being the same. 
While the survey revealed that “ex- 
ceptional ability counts far more than 
a sheepskin” it also shows that those 
who have training beyond high school 
are largely represented in the em- 
ployed group, and that “unemployment 
risks decrease in proportion to edu- 
cation.”

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DOINGS OF CONGRESS 


SAVING MONEY 


UCH howls arose as the House ap- 
. propriations committee slashed 

the big supply bills that Chairman 
Byrns complained of being urged to 
economy by the President and imped- 
ed by cabinet officers. The agriculture 
bill was trimmed down to $175,000,- 
000; the Interior Department meas- 
ure was cut more than $6,000,000, 
while the army bill would drop 2,000 
officers and 8,000 enlisted men. Both 
war and navy secretaries, Hurley and 
Adams, opposed the merger of their 
departments into a single Department 
of National Defense—a move favored 
by Democratic leaders, Among oth- 
ers flying to the defense of “an effi- 
cient army and navy” was the com- 
mander of the American Legion. 
Funds for the Washington Bicenten- 
nial were finally set at $225,000, while 
the disarmament delegation to Geneva 
was limited to $300,000—equivalent to 
$50,000 a month for six months. The 
House defeated all attempts to cut sal- 
aries, but decided to forbid all promo- 
tions and filling of vacancies, except 
with the President’s approval, until 
July, 1933. 


LABOR LEGISLATION 

The long-prepared Norris anti-in- 
junction bill was favorably reported 
by the Senate judiciary committee 11 
to five. It would outlaw “yellow dog” 
contracts, provide for jury trial in 
contempt cases and, as coal operators 
complained, would exempt labor from 
the injunction law. Bills in House 
and Senate would stabilize the coal 
industry by setting up a commission 
to license every bituminous coal mine 
in the country. A House resolution 
asking the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to investigate the feasibility 
of a six-hour day for railroad labor 
passed 191 to one (Mr. Blanton). A 
similar move was made in the Senate, 
with indication that other lines of la- 
bor would be included. 


FINANCIAL AID STEPS 


As President Hoover appointed the 
last of the seven members of the re- 
construction corporation, Wilson Mc- 
Carthy of Utah, he spurred the Senate 
to hasten a measure for the payment 
to depositors of closed banks. A bill 
for this purpose by Senator Glass 
would also generally revise banking 
laws and put a curb on market spec- 
ulation. With the fiscal year’s deficit 
brought to more than $1,500,000,000 at 
the end of January financial and tax 
measures were pushed, and the Pres- 
ident suggested a buy-in-the-United 
States drive. Against Treasury advice, 
both parties in the House decided 
against making new taxes apply to 
1931. It was announced that the new 
tax bill could not be ready before time 
for payment of next income taxes. 
While various big bond issues were 
proposed “to end the depression” the

general attitude was to economize. 
Much interest and doubt prevailed 
over the fate of the $375,000,000 direct 
unemployment relief measure of Sen- 
ators Costigan and La Follette. “Pro- 
pressives” of both parties supported 
the bill, but Democrats split three 
ways on the subject while regular 
Republicans lined up with the Presi- 
dent against it. The Senate finance 
committee decided against pressing 
any general veterans’ relief measures 
this session. 


THE AIRSHIP EXPERTS 

Those stories that the navy’s pride 
of the air, the dirigible Akron, had 
500 or 600 faulty rivets and other ef- 
fects of sabotage were investigated by 
a House naval affairs subcommittee 
headed by McClintic of Oklahoma. Ad- 
miral Moffett told them the Akron was 
“the best ever built,” but former work- 
ers testified through the machinists 
union that the riveting was faulty and 
defective material was used. Build- 
ers testified the workers had been dis- 
charged for stealing drawings, and 
that the ship, though overweight, was 
stauncher than the Los Angeles. Mr. 
McClintic decided that the committee 
would have to investigate personally 
to reassure the public. It was also de- 
veloped that plans are on foot to sell 
the Los Angeles in order to get funds 
to increase the size of the new dirigi- 
ble now being built at Akron—so as to 
have one bigger than a new one plan- 
ned in Germany.

NE of the Capitol oddities seldom 
seen by visitors, yet one of par- 
ticular interest because of the 

Washington Bicentennial, is the image 
of the Father of His Country which

imaginative eyes can discern in the 
ceiling of the Marble room. This room, 
in the private quarters of the Senate 
wing, takes its name from the pre- 
dominance of marble in its construc- 
tion. The ceiling, pilasters and the 
four fluted Corinthian columns are of 
veined Italian marble and the walls 
and wainscoting are of dark brown 
marble from Tennessee. In the ceiling 
one slab of white marble has an ir- 
regular black vein running through it. 
It is this vein which gives a person 
standing in a certain spot the impres- 
sion that he is looking at a profile of 
the first president. But our guess is 
that if the privileged visitor wasn’t 
warned that he was to see George 
Washington he might take it for almost 
anyone he wanted to. However, it’s 
quite inspiring to imagine yourself 
looking at nature’s own portrait of the 
immortal George. And it constitutes 
a rival to the portrait in the adjacent 
President’s room whose eyes seem to 
follow you. 

Persons desiring to see a senator 
during a session must first send in 
their cards to him by the officials 
standing for that purpose at the en- 
trance to the Senate chamber. If the 
Senator grants the interview, he can 
see his visitor in the public reception 
room. Formerly he could invite him 
into the Marble room—but no more! 
The Marble room, between the Presi- 
dent’s and Vice President’s rooms, 
opens off the reading room. Nowa- 
days the Marble room is both a loung- 
ing and reading room, its cold marble 
aspect being relieved by rugs, curtains, 








deep sofas and easy chairs and—Mrs. 
Caraway! Here are kept racks of 
daily papers for the convenience of 
members of the upper house. Besides 
a modern Frigidaire in one corner 
there is a very democratic tub of iced 
Apollinaris water for thirst-quench- 
ing purposes. The fireplace (a real 
one) on the East wall is often the 
gathering place of notables discussing 
events of the day. The handsome in- 
laid floor is made of tile from England. 
Though plenty of light is admitted by 
the deep recessed windows the elab- 
orate chandeliers sparkle and glow 
all day. The Marble room is some- 
times called the Mirror room because 
of the great mirrors at each end which 
afford perfect reflection and give the 
impression of many rooms. 

The Marble room opens off a private 
outside balcony where, during sum- 
mer session buffet lunches are some- 
times served (using food, cloth, tables 
and silverware from the Senate “r 
fectory”) and where, in winter, aon

ORMER Vice President Dawes 
kK (whose bank stock soared when

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THINGS SCIENTIFIC 


MEXICAN TREASURE 

Millions of dollars worth of gold and 
precious stones were recently dis- 
covered in an ancient tomb in the old 
walled and fortressed city of Monte 
Alban 6,000 feet up the mountain above 
the present city of Oaxaca, Mexico. It 
contained the skeletal remains of six 
ancient Mixtecan caciques or feudal 
lords as well as the hundreds of 
priceless relics. The treasure so far 
uncovered consists of heavy gold 
crowns, gold arm bands, gold neck- 
laces, gold vases, gold death masks, 
necklaces of jade, turquoise, pearls (as 
large as pigeon eggs) and amber, gold 
breastplates, etc., ete. According to 
Alfonso Caso, chief Mexican archae- 
ologist in charge of the excavating, it 
is the “richest and most important dis- 
covery made in the New World.” 


TO SPLIT ATOM

“Marsaillaise,” the name of the French 
national anthem, is pronounced “mahr- 
se-layz” in English. It received its name 
from the fact that it was first heard in 
Paris when sung by people who had come 
from Marsailles to take part in the August 
10, 1792, revolution. “Marsailles,” the 
English form of the name of the city, is 
pronounced “mahr-salz.”

The name “filbert” is correctly applied 
to either of two European hazels, but in 
many parts of the United States it is the 
common name of the native hazelnuts. 


What is Volapuk? 


This is the name given to a language in- 
tended for universal use, devised about 
1879 by Johann Schleyer, a German priest 
of Konstanz, Baden. He named it from 
two of his manufactured words, “vol,” the 
world, and “puk,” speech. 


What does “Bart.” after a name signify? 


“Bart.” is the abbreviation of Baronet, 
a British title.

Edward Rutledge, 27; Thomas Lynch, 27, 
and Thomas Heyward, 30, all three from 
South Carolina; Benjamin Rush, 31, Penn- 
sylvania, and Elbridge Gerry, 34, Massa- 
chusetts.

BROADCASTING 


STUDIO MAIL 
OLUMBIA Broadcasting System 
received 12,697,000 letters—more 
than 50,000 in one day, last year. 

NBC’s daily mail set a new high No- 
vember 18th last with 35,000. In one 
week Kate Smith got more than 12,000 
requests for her photo. Tony Wons 
got 7,000 letters one month. WABC 
(New York) counted more than 45,000 
letters in one day. NBC’s “Real Folks” 
received more than 900,000 fan letters 
in three years. One feature received 
1.750,000 letters and telegrams in 27 
weeks. But these are publicity figures. 
Qn the other hand, a contemporary 
reports: 

Radio advertisers who have been check- 
ing up On their popularity by asking lis- 
teners to write in, have been squawking 
when finding less letters than expected. 
Some instances bring no replies at all. 
Advertisers complained to the ad agencies 
and have threatened to cancel accounts. 
Agencies are now protecting themselves 
by assigning everybody on their staffs to 
listen in and write letters on different sta- 
tionery to the advertiser to tell him what 
a great program he’s putting on. 

At any rate, it would seem that most 
of the fan mail comes from the same 
limited field. Thus, in nominating 
Eugene W. Cain of Chillicothe, Ohio, 
as the “world’s greatest radio fan,” 
CBS reveals that Cain has alone writ- 
ten more than 1,700 fan letters. 

Chicago radio circles welcome two 
ring-tailed monkeys (And we don’t 
mean crooners!). They were brought 
from Caracas, Venezuela, by J. Clarke 
Colt, president of a radio and tele- 
vision company. “We are to use them 
in the acoustics laboratory in research 
on radio reproduction,” Mr. Colt ex- 
plained. “Many sounds that are be- 
yond the range of human detection 
are produced in radio. Monkeys’ ears 
are attuned to catch them.” 

When the newspaper boys visited 
the studios to get a reply from the 
crooners about that attack on them 
NOT ONE artist admitted being a 
“crooner,” all claiming they were “dif- 
ferent” singers. However, it might 
be said that broadcasting chains are 
rapidly becoming as strong as their 
weakest crooner!

R. J. H. WALLIS, who wrote 
“The Capital City Mystery,” 
one of the Dutton prize series, 

knows all about Washington. Either 
that, or he has been reading “The 
Washington-Merry-Go-Round” or been 
talking with the boys who write home 
to the papers. Anyway, on page 279 
you come across this joyous jape: 
Here, in Washington, the capital of the 
world’s greatest democracy, there is not 
the faintest element of democracy in the 
government. The city government is a 
complete despotism. The President is the 
chief despot. He appoints the three com- 
missioners as sub-despots. Of course, the 
Senate and House-——-made up of men and 
women from everywhere in the country 
except Washington—take a hand in af- 
fairs through their control of appropria- 
tions. The residents of Washington—I 
can’t call ’em citizens—fall in the same 
class as jailbirds who have lost their citi-
